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it was heralded } by ‘the formation of a small cyclonic storm. As early as tho 2th a 
depression a ared to be forming in front of the advancing monsoon, but the energy of tha 
air current behind being insufficient to canse it to develop, it disappeared on the following 


day, only to be replaced by another on the 80th, which, owin to the increased Vitality 
of the monsoon in the interval, intensified on the 81st into a small oyclonic:storm, Only for 
& period of some two or three days did the province remain Practically without rain. As soon 
as signs of a fresh fidvance a) peared, showers again began to be received ; but though the 
Precipitation was in some eases eavy, the cainfall to the end of the month was for the most 
part light and scattered. On the 18th there was general defeot of temperature, and ow.ng 
to the continued rainfall this d+ fect increased still more in the east and north-east, while 
in the west and south-west, where the rainfall diminished, it gradually grew less, so that on 
the 21st mean temperature was below the normal in the forme: and above the normal in the 
latter regions. From tho 2Ist to the 28rd temperature fell slightly in tho west of the 
province, but after this rainfall conditions becoming less favourable, the temperature rose 
above the normal everywhere, and with slight temporary flactuation in the east and the north 
of the province remained 80 till the end of the month. 

General features of the monthly weather.—The most characteristic feature of the monthly 
weather is the very steady distribution of the pressure for the greater part of the period 
under review. A steady, tho b perhaps not very strong, monsoon prevailed for almost tho 

nfo charactor of the weather was broken only by a very brief 
withdrawal of the current dwing the Istter half of the mouth and by only two’ small 
disturbances at the head of the Bay in the earlicr part, if we leave out of consideration 


Moreover, the influence which it exerted on the latter was also of the slightest. The com. 
plete withdrawal of the monsoon current towards the end of the month, Occurring as it did 
at a time when great anxiety was being felt as to the behaviour of the monsoon of 1900, was 
naturally caloulated to provoke a considerable amount of alarm, but the great rapidity 


Pressure summary.— Owing chiefly to t 
of the month, the mean Pressure for the whole period has been slightly above the normal, 
During the first-half of the month there was general, though not excessive, defect. In the 
third week, however; a sharp rise began and continued almost unchecked till the 25th 
causing the pressure for this period to be largely in excess, The fall which then commenoed

Rainfall, —The rainfall over the greater part of tho province, as will be seen from the 
above summary, was fairly continuous and well distributed. The two small storms which 
occurred in the first-half of the month had, as have been Poiated out, but little influence 
‘on the weather, so that the rain which fell, being due to ordinary monsoon conditions 
and consequently more evenly distributed, was likely to be of a more benoficial charac er than 
a sudden precipitation caused by the passage of a cyclonic storm. South- West Bengul 
and Chota Nagpur suffered somewhat owing to the Moisture-laden winds being diverted

Stamp Acts, I of 1879 and II of 1899, and the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, 
were Rs, 1,82,81,507, Rs. 5,01,939 and Rs. 1,77,79,568, respectively, against 
Rs, 1,73,81,080, Rs. 4,584,670 and Rs. 1,68,96,410 in the preceding year, The 
increase in receipts occurred in both judicial and non-judicial stamps. 

2. According to the figures furnished by the Superintendent of Stamps, 
which are subject to adjustment with the final figures compiled by the 
Accountant-General, Bengal, the sale-proceeds of non-judicial stamps show a 
net increase of Rs. 2,78,119, which was contributed by all classes of stamps, 
except notarial and advocate, vakil and attorney stamps. ‘The revenue derived 
from the sale of impressed sheets, the most important of the non-judicial 
stamps, amounted to Rs, 32,55,526, avainst Rs. 31,83,092 in the preceding 
year. ‘This amount, however, is considerably below the average of the 
preceding three years, during two of which searcity, by compelling numerous 
transfers of land, caused an abnormal increase in the revenue Sin this source. 
The increase on last year’s figures was divided among 26 districts; there 
being a decrease in 21. The largest increases were in Gaya (Rs. 30,174), 
Caleutta (Rs. 15,009), Burdwan (Rs. 10,790), Tippera (Rs, 9,958) and Jessore’ 
(Rs. 8,309). The increase in Caleutta is due to the purchase of stamps 
of large values for transfer of mufassal properties, while in Burdwan it is 
said to be due partly to the enhanced stamp duty chargeable on perpetual 
leases under the new Stamp Act, which came into force with effect from the 
ist July 1899, and partly to the sale-proceeds of an increased number of 
pleaders’ and mukhtars’ certificates. Impressed labels, which are used only in 
Calcutta, improved by Rs. 1,27,264, owing to the enhancement of the stamp 
duty payable on awards in partition cases and on Jeases granted in perpetuity, 
to general increase of business and to the transfer and mortgage of certain 
tea estates for large considerations, The revenue derived from the sale of 
receipt or one-anna stamps improved by Rs. 17,380, the largest increase 
oceurring in Calcutta. The liability of all local fund cheques, irrespective of 
their amounts, to same duty under the new Act is the main factor in account- * 
ing for this increase, Owing to the briskness of the share market in consequence » 
of the rise in the price of coal and jute shares, there was a large increase 
in Calcutta in the sale of share transfer and foreign bill stamps, The revenue _ 
derived from the sale of Aundi or bill-of-exe ange stamps amounted to 
Rs, 1,02,632, against Rs, 78,606 in 1898-99, The largest increase (Is. 19,924) 
occurred in Calcutta, and is attributed by the Board chiefly to the institution 
of » number of criminal prosecutions against native traders in Calcutta and 
the mufassal for drawing hundis on paper bearing only one-auna receipt 
stamps. 

3. Tho sale-proceeds of judicial stamps increased from Rs 
in 1898-99 to Rs, 1,32,03,128, showing a increase of Rs, eraace he 
largest increases occurred’ in Muzaffarpur (Rs, 99,009), Calcutta (Rs. 61 785) 
Tippera (Rs, 47,772), Dacca (Rs. 46,169), Faridpur (Rs, 86,772) mR ied 
(Rs, 27,694), Chittagong: (Rs, 26,961), Mymensingh (Rs. 24 $30), Cuttack 
(Rs. 22,052) and Murshidabad (Rs. 21,686). The inerease was due to 
increased litigation, to the high value of some of the suits, and, in some 
districts, to improved receipts from probate duties, If litigation is a Correct 
measure of prosperity, as is usually supposed, the people of Be ngal are to be 
vongratulated on their present condition, for the figure for the year under 
review is the highest ever recorded ia Bengal, , : 








_._ 4, The number of cases in which deficient stamp duty and penalty were 
levied ‘by the Civil and Revenue Courts during the year was 3,689, against 
3,370 in 1898-99, and the amount of duty and penalty realised was Rs. 37,989, 
as. with Rs, 34,181. Prosecutions for the infringement of the provi- . 
sions of the Indian Stamp Acts were instituted in 660 cases, against 1,274 in 
the preceding year. The fines imposed on offenders amounted to Rs. 5,959, 
against Rs. 5,224 in 1898-99, and rewards to informers paid in six districts 
aggregated Rs, 3,684, against Rs. 2,467 paid in four districts in the previous

"Phe main cause of this heavy decrease is the o ening of the Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway, which has given so many facilities to the trade by land that 
the sea-trade fell off, and consegnently the namber.of steamers and country 
vessols plying between Calcutta, Balasore and Puri, diminished apwierenly: 
It is also, perhaps, dne/to the faifine which has tended to draw the rice traffic 
towards the western side of India. 


In consequence of this heavy fall in “revenue, which entails a corre- 
sponding contribution from Provincial revenues, the Commissioner of the 
Division was called upon to submit suggestions as to the manner in which 
reduction of expenditure might be effected. 

From the figures of revenue shown above, it appears, however, that the 
largest decrease has been in the port of False Point, and the only reason 
given is that the exportation of rico was on & smaller scale than in the previous 
year, owing to the famine in the Central Provinces and other parts of India, 
which took away a large quantity of rice to these places by railway. This 
is no doubt correct, but it is probable that the railway will continue to carry a 
large portion of the trade of the district, and under these circumstances, it is 
unlikely that the sea-trade of False Point will ever fully recover itself, and i 
expenditure is maintained at the same rate, the Local Government will be 
required to make annual contributions for the up-keep of the port. It has been 
decided that the port of Puri shall pay a contribution of Rs, 600 a year towards 
oy salary of the Port Officer, but this will not help much towards reducing the 

eficit.

756, while Balasore shows an 
increase of Rs. 1,986, and the only explanation afforded is that this large 
increase is due to the large amount of dockyard stores indented for by the 
Port Officer of Chandballi.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF AUGUST 1900. 

Goneral weather conditions from day to day.—On the Ist of August the cyclonic 
storm, which had formed at the head of the Bay, passed inland in thé neighbour- 
hood of Balasore. The distribution of pressure was naturally irregular, but the mean 
pressure was below the normal, except in tho north-east of the provinoo. ‘The depres- 
gion paseed quickly to the north-west, but was accompanied b ovmparatively little rain 
in the districts through which it passed, while the parts of the provitice which wore 
distant from its path were for the time being rainless. The influence of the storm had 
ceased by the ard. of the month, and ordinary monsoon conditions then prevailed. Pressure 
on that date was everywhere below the normal, and though a. general tise took place, 
continued to be so till the 6th, when the whole province came once more under the influence 
of high pressure. With the re-establishment of ordinary monsoon conditions rainfall became 
fairly goneral, though for the most part eg Temperature had in the meantinie varied 
irregularly, and on the morning of the 6th the deviation from the normal was nowhere 
great, though there was a slight excess in the northera parts of the rovines. After the 6th 
pressure began to give way, and weather conditions becoming again at the head of 
the Bay, finally led to the formation of a small cyclonic storm off the Orissa coast. The 
storm developed but slowly and did not reach its greatest intensity before the morning of 
the 11th, when its centre was in the immediate vicinity of Falee Point. It crossed the 
coast on the samé day and passed rapidly inland in the direction of the Central Provinces, 
Preesuro distribution owing to the storm became again very irregular, and pressure fell of 
course largely below the normal in the immediate vicinity of the depression, Hven in those 
parts of the province more remote from its influence it continued comparatively low, and on 
the morning of the 12th was below the normal everywhere, except in the extreme north-east 
of the province, During this period the rainfall, except in Orissa, was exceedingly light, The 
effect of the storm was to Divert the monsoon current to the extreme south-wost of the 
province ; and as the ae Si passed through Orissa, the greater part of Bengal escaped its 
influence al her, wing to the lightness of the rainfall, temperature also rose consider- 
ably, and on the 10th was in excess over the whole province, slight reaction then took 
place; but though the temperature reverted generally to the norm by the 12th, it still 
continued in moderate excess in North Bengit. and Assam. On the 13th ordinary monsoon 
conditions had again re-established themiselves, and pressure was only in slight defoct—a defect 
which by the next day had for the most part disappeared. Though the gradient was, 
however, nornial over the Bay itself, over tho province the pressure was very uniform, 
and rainfall continued to be light. On the 15th weather again became unsettled at 
the head of the Bay, and a cyclonic storm gradually formed which reached its greatest 
intensity on the morning of the 1&th, when at 8 A.M. its centre was slightly to the 
south-west of Saugor Talead and moving in the direction of Balasore. The storm proved 
to be one of exceptional severity for the period of the year, the’ lowest recorded re 
being at Balasore, near which station the centre passed at about 5 p.m. on the 18th, the 
barometer then reading 28-874. From the records obtained from the various light-ships, 
it would appear, moreover, that a calm area existed in the central region of the storm, a 
characteristic usually absent from the cyclonic storms which form during the rainy season. 
The storm was not beneficial as far as the rainfall of the province was concerned ; for, with 
the exception of Orissa, where heavy rain fell for many days in succession, and Chota Nagpur 
and South-West Bengal, which received moderate rain during the passage of the depression 
inland, the remainder of the province both during the development of the storm and while 
it wus moving across the land area was almost entirely rainless. The effect also on the 
temperature was coy bene From the 13th a general rise began, which was arrested and 
converted into a fall first in Orissa on the 15th and in Sonth- West Bengal and Chota Nagpur 
on the 16th, but which in the rest of the province continued unchecked till the 19th. On 
this date temperature was in —< excess, except in South-West Bengal, Orissa and the 
eastern half of Chota Nagpur. ssure fell throughout during the development of the 
depression, and on the 18th was everywhere in large Cotect, On the 19th, as the storm passed 
eastward, a sharp recovery took place in the eastern districts, which was followed on the 20th 
by an equally pines peated in the west of the province, The result of these chan was 
that pressuro which on the morning of the 14th had been nearly normal was on the 20th 
almost everywhere in slight to moderate defect, the defect being greatest in Bihar. From 
this date till the 28rd pressure, though varying irregularly, generally showed an upward 
tendenoy, and on the latter date was in slight excess over the province, with the exception of 
the eastern districts, where there was a ight defect. Though ordinary monsoon conditions 
again prevailed, there had been a sharp re-action from the effects of the storm, and the 
gradient in the Bay was not,so stecp as in the early part of the month. Rainfall was 
vory light and Souttered over the province, and in Consequence temperature rose generally 
and continued high until the 23rd, when a fall took place. Except in Bihar, however, the 
temperature was everywhero on this date in slight to moderate exoess. Signs of an 
approaching disturbance again began to appear about this time, a diffused area of com- 
paratively low pressure orvayieg the province, For several days these conditions remained 
unchanged, but the area of lowest canta gradually shifted to the south; and though 
the depression was very diffused and shallow and there. was at no time any well-marked 
o.ntre, one or two small foci of disturbance seom to have been created within the large area 
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dovered: by it. ‘The most im t of these formed in the er 0 of Sangor Island on 


the 26th, and, passing inland about noon of that day, throagh Chota Nagpur on 
the 27th into the North-West. Provinces, h extremely shallow, the depth Ht: gral] 
ing *15 inch, it was accompanied very rain in »regions through which it 
passed. Prossure fell during the development of this storm, mm thongh a oh recovery 
tok place as it passed westwards, there was eral defeot.on the morning of the 28th— 
slight in the eastern districts and increasing Devers the north-west, where it. amounted to 
one-tenth of an inch. Rainfall was chiefly confined to South-West on and Chota Nagpur, 
but showers were also reocived in other parts of the country. Till the depression passed 
inland, tem for the most part rose and continued high, but: on. the. 27th there was 
® general fall, which resulted in reducing the readings either to normal or below the normal 
in all parts of the province, except North Bengal, where temperature still remained in excess, 
During the last days of the month the weather was of ordinary ‘monsoon character. Pressure 
recovered still further, and on the 81st was nearly normal throughout. Rainfall was confined 
practically to the east and north of the province. Temperature in sympathy with the 
rainfall rose in the south-west of the province, and changed but slightly elsewhere. On the 
31st, howevor, a fall took place in the south-western districts, with the result that at the end 
of the month readings were nearly normal ath at the province. 

General features of the weather.—An unusual number of storms formed during the month 
at the head of the Bay. None of them, however, exercised a beneficial influence on the 
rainfall, of the storms crossed the Orissa coast in the nei hbourhood of Balasore, 
while the fourth passed inland somewhat further to the south near False Point. In no case 
were they Sere by very heavy rain during their e inland, while during their 
development, which was in almost every case slow, the rainfall was naturally diverted from 
the ter part of the province. Orissa, which was not only near the seat of formation, 
but also in the direct track of each of the storms, received rain in large excess, while Chota 
Nagpur and South-West Bengal, though affected directly, did not quite receive their 
normal amount. In the rest of the province the rainfall fell far short of the ordinary: 
hence though during almost the whole month the gradient inthe Bay was steeper than in 
July, the rainfall in the latter was much more near the normal than in the former month. 

Pressure summary.—1t will be noticed from the above report that during the greater 
part of the month the pressure was below the normal. A sharp recovery, it is ‘true, took 
place after each storm, but it was in each case shortly followed by a fresh decline preluding 
the advance of a new disturbance. The average pressure for the month is in consequence 
below the normal over the whole province, the defect being vory slight in North Bengal, but 
increasing towards the south and reaching a maximum of (65-inch at or Island. 

‘Temperature summary.—Owing to the uneven distribution of the rainfall, mean 
temperature has been nearly normal in Orissa, and very slightly above the normal in Chota 
Nagpur and South-West Bengal. Elsewhere there has been general excess, especially in 
North-East Bengal, where it amounts to 3° at Jalpaiguri. Both day and night temperatures 
contribute to'this excess, but the day temperatures have been more affected than the night by 
the abnormal conditions. 

Rainfall.—As already pointed out, the rainfall has not been evenly distributed as was the 
case last month, but has been largely localised by the influence of the cyclonic storms which 
formed at|the head of the Bay. South-West Bengal received 91 per cent. of the normal, 
there. having been considerable defect in the northern portions ox the division, while in the 
southern there was excess. North and East Bengal and Bihar all fell lar, ly short of the 
normal, tho rainfall in the first-named division being only 47 per cent. of the normal. All 
the districts shared in the deficiency. In Chota Negpar, taken asa whole, the rainfall was 
nearly normal, but this was due to an excess of over 30 per cent. in Singhbhum, ths 
other districts all reporting a slight deficiency. In Orissa alone was there. superabundant 
rainfall, amounting to 74 per cent. above the normal. 

fhe comparison of the actual rainfall in the various large divisions of the province with 
the normal is most accurately and conveniently shown in the-form of a percentage. 'Ihe 
figures representing,the rainfall for the month, calculated in this way, are included in the 
table -below. under ithe -heading of August. This table really gives a condensed summary of 
the rainfall statistics of the present year up to date for each meteorological ‘division, the first 
eight columns giving the actual average rainfalls in each division in each mouth expressed 
asa percentage of the normal, while theiinth column gives the total rainfall for the first 
eight months expressed 'as a percentage of the normal rainfall for that period :—

No change of importance was made in the tariff during the year under 
review. It marked, however, the coming into force of the orders issued at 
the close of the preceding year imposing countervailing duties on bounty-fed 
sugar. Certain changes were made in the rates of these duties during the 
year. All power machinery, irrespective of the use for which it was designed, 
was exempted from duty during the year, but so many exemptions for 
specified industries had previously been’ made, that the effect of tho change 
on revenue was trifling Basic slag was-exempted from duty, and the duty 
on cerfain classes of steel imports was reduced from 5 to 1 per cent.

The increase of 27-3 per 
cent. in the trade with Australia is attributable mainly to the larger importation 
of treasure and to the increased shipments from Calcutta of jute manufactures 
and of Indian tea, The most noticeable feature of the trade with Australia 
was the importation into Calcutta, for the first time, of a considerable amount of 
wheat, The trade with France increased by 46 per cent. This is due to the 
demand for raw jute for France, created by the recent establishment of a jute 
factory at Marseilles, and to an increase in the exports of hides and skins. 
linseed, raw silk and indigo. Imports direct from France are not important and 
consist chiefly of articles of luxury. The increase of 6:2 per cent, in the total 

value of the trade with Austria-Hungary, in spite of: a falling off of 124 lakhs 
in the value of sugar imported from that country, is accounted for mainly b 
the larger shipments of raw jute and raw hides. ‘The trade with Belgium fe 
off by 10:2 per cent, owing. principally to the smaller receipts of metals and 
toa fall of 11 lakhs in the exports of rapeseed. _ There was, however, an 
increase of 63 lakhs in exports. of Indian wheat. The trade with Italy 
increased by 25'2 por cent., owing chiefly to.an increase in the value of 
cotton said imported from that country. The exports of Indian produee 
to Italy also increased. The falling off of 29 per cent, in the Mauritius trade 
is attributed to the smaller exports of treagure, grain and pulse, and to the 
diminution in the value of sugar imported from that country, 

6, Shipping in Caleutia.—The properties which the trade of Caleutta 
carried through the Suez Canal during the year under review bore to its tota 
foreign trade was 74°83 per cont. against 72:6 per cent. in the previous year,

7. Imports into Caleutta.—The total value of imports, including treasure, 
but pci: Selo a transactions, into Calcutta from foreign countries 
rose from Ks, 31,46,65,272 to Rs. 35,26,69,224, showing an increase of 
Rs, 8,80,03,952, or 12°1 per cent. The increase occurred under both Treasure 
(Rs. 198,385,573, or 54:7 per cent.) and Merchandise (Rs. 1,81,68,379, or 6°5 
per cent.). The total values of the principal articles of merchandise imported 
into the port during the last two years are shown below :—

_ The total imports of cotton goods, including twist and yarn, exceeded those 
of the year 1898-99 by about 121 lakhs of rupees, or 8 per cent. The marked 
fall in the value of imports under twist and yarn is attributed chiefly to over- 
supplies in 1897-98, and partly to the largor shipments of cheap lath to India, 
due to the low prices of American cotton. As regards the increase under 

_ cotton goods, the Collector of Customs writes :— 

“The leading factors which contributed to this satisfactory result were cheap cotton and 
a stable exchange. As was anticipated last year, the Lancashire industry has shown profit- 
able results, it being well known that the majority of manufacturers took advantage of 
the price at which the raw material ruled at the close of 1898 to book a large and satisfactory 
business for shipments extending over 1899 on orders transmitted from Calcutta. Ono 
result of these increasingly large orders, however, has been overbooking in Lancashire, 

. followed by delayed shipments, which has formed the subject of a joint remonstrance from 
the Indian Ohambers of Commerce, At the close of 1899 the famine, which rapidly 
developed in the interior, suddenly shut off outlets for consumption, and it is not surpris- 
ing that excessive stocks are being indicated. This is likely to seriously affect the trade 
in 1900-1901. It may be remarked that the importation of American piece-goods fell off by 
69°5 per cent, ; but the trade in these is comparatively insignificant.” 

The increase of 3°8 per cent. in the value of metals in spite of a decrease 
of 2°3 in quantity is ascribed to the very high So which prevailed in 
England on account of scarcity of raw material-and dearness of coal. There 
was an increase of 6°3 per cent. in quantity and 8-2 per cent. in value of imports 

_ of mineral oil as compared with the previous year, This was mainly due to 

the re-appearance in the market, after an interval of two years, of Russian oil 
from Novorussick, and to larger importations from Batoum and the countries 
grouped as ‘Other countries.” Oil from Sumatra has now altogether dis- 
appeared, the wells that were working there having been exhausted. Machinery 
ann maill-wrrik fell off by 2°9 per cent. in value, the decrease being ascribed 
to the absence of demand for new machinery, although the imports of steam 
engines and boilers advanced considerably. “Although importations of cotton- 
mill machinery show a decrease, the paper and flour industries, which had 
stood still for some time, are now showing signs of activity, imports of this 
machinery having increased by 163°6 and 230 per cent., respectively. The 
imports of sugar show a decrease of 24°1 per cent. in quantity. The imposition 
of countervailing duties on bounty-fed sugar appears to have stimulated the 
shipment of sugar from China, Java, and Ceylon, against a corresponding 
decrease in the imports from Austria, Germany, and Belgium. There was 
also a decline in the imports from Mauritius.” In woollen goods there was 

a further improvement of 39:4 per cent, in the value of the importations in 

the past year as compared with the previous year. The Collector of Customs 
observes that the wool production of the world during the current year is 
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, be less than last year, with a consequent tendency toa rise in 
eee a can eeeencel article The importations of hardware and cutlery 
increased by 18 per cent. in value owing to a general rise in prices of metals. 
‘The imports of salt show an increase of 4:97 per cent. against a falling off of 

39 per cent. in the previous year. i : 
13°9 a viemesns ao: 4 per phe in the importation of ale, beer, and porter is 
ascribed to the withdrawal of troops from India to South Africa, Imports of 
spirits and liqueurs show a decrease of 3°2 per cent., due almost entirely to a 

crease in methylated spirits. ‘The Collector of Customs notices the flourishing 
condition of the import trade in German white spirit, intended. for the concoction 
of spurious brandy and whisky. The total importation of wine has fallen from 
109,715 gallons in 1898-99 to 103,389 gallons, showing a decrease of 5:8 per 
cent, Amongst other imports, apparel improved by 18°7 per cent., drugs and 
medicines by 5°1 per cent., agricultural implements by 12:5 per cent., and 
umbrellas by 13°4 per cent, in value, while matches declined by 7:3 per cent. 
‘The increase in apparel is ascribed to the growing demand for cheap hosi 
and clothing, and that in agricultural implements to high prices of metal and to 
demands from the famine districts. The decline in matches is attributed to the 
surplus stocks from the preceding year. 

8. Exports from Calcutta—Yhe total value of exports from Calcutta to 
foreign countries, including treasure, but excluding Government transactions, 
rose from Rs. 45,73,81,087 to Rs, 49,97,51,196, showing an increase of 
Rs, 4,23,70,109, The value of the trade in the principal exports in 1898-99 
and 1899-1900 is compared in the table below:—

The exports of tea increased by nearly 184 million pounds, or 12-3 per 
cent. The greater portion of this increase went to the United Kingdom, But 
the most noticeable feature in the tea trade is an increase of 94'3 per cent. in 
exports to the United States, and of 85:1 in exports to Canada. The pro- 
duction of the last year has even surpassed that of the previous year, 
which was said to have been the largest on record. As in the previous 
year, the teas of the past year were mostly of common grades, for which there © 
was a brisk demand ; and the average price stood at 8 annas 3 pies per pound 
for the year against 8 annas | pie in 1898-99. ‘The consumption of Ceylon 
tea inthe United Kingdom, which was suddenly checked in the previous year, 
has nearly been recovered in the past year, The volume of the export trade 
in raw jute was almost the same as in the preceding year, but there was a rise 
of 19°2 per cent. in its value. Smaller shipments were made to the United 
Kingdom, Germany, Spain, China, Australia, and Japan, while the United 
States, France, Austria-Hungary, and Italy took larger supplies. In jute gunny- 
bags there was @ falling off of 7-3 per cent. in number, but the yalue increasad 
by 8°5 per cent, On the other hand, the export trade in gunny cloth increased 
considerably. The export of raw hides increased by 497 per cent. in quantity 
owing to great mortality among Indian cattle from drought, to the shortness of 
supplies from other couritries, and to the large demand for leather for mili 
purposes in South Africa, There was also an inereaso of 80:6 per cent 
in raw skins, due to larger supplies to the United States. In the total exports 
of opium there was an increase of 3 per cent., due to larger shipments to all the 
gg hee SS Jaya, and the Philippines. In oilseeds there 
g per cent, in quantity. Among these, linseed, which 
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forms the great bulk of the oilseed trade, shows a decline of 4:1 per cent. owin, 
to restricted shipments to all the principal importing countries, except France an 
Egypt Rapeseed fell off by 39:7 per cent., ashes tothe smaller demund for rape 
oil, while poppy and #/, the other seeds exported, advanced by 5°3 per cent. and 
131°8 per cent., respectively. In spite of the prevalence of famine, the ship- 
ments of rice and paddy to foreign ports were larger than in any year of the 
decade except 1898-99, and were oe 5°6 less than in that year. The exports 
of indigo were the lowest recorded during the decade. The decrease amounted 
to 27-7 per cent., and was shared by all the importing countries, except France, 
Japan, and China, The average price, however, advanced from Rs. 168 to 
Rs. 203 per maund, so that the falling off in value was only 12°5 per cent. 
The Collector of Customs observes— 

“The change which has como over the industry is illustrated by the fact that in that 
year (1892-93) the shortness of the crop resulted in the average price per maund being raised 
to Rs. 310, by far the highest in the decade, whereas in 1899-1900 the price was only Rs. 208. 
The production of Bengal and the North-Western Provinces in 1899 was estimated to bo 
88°3 per cent. less than in 1898 and 41°6 per cent. less than the quinquennial average.” 


The exports of shellac increased by 33:8 per cent., and were the largest for 
the decade. The shipments of wheat fell off by 31 per cent. owing to the 
heavy fall in the price of the article in the uuropean markets, and the 
increased shipments from the Argentine and Australia, Tho quantity was, 
nevertheless, much larger than in any of the five years preceding 1898-99. 
The exports of raw silk increased by 23°5 per cent., and were higher than 
those of any other year in the decade. The total exports of raw cotton 
were 28°2 per cent. less than those of the previous year on account of the 
short crop in India and a reduction in the price of the American product, but 
this fall was accompanied by larger shipments of cotton twist and yarn. 

Treasure.—There was an increase of 81°4 per cent. in the value of the 

net imports of gold and silver into Calcutta, The importation of gold 

increased by 58°5 per cent. and that of silver by 1822 per cent. The exports 

lot gold were, as usual, nominal, and there was a decrease of 47°2 por cent. 

in the exports of silver, owing principally to the cessation of exports to 
Mauritius. . 

10. Subordinate ports.—The total value of the foreign trade of the port of 
Chittagong fell from Rs. 68,25,931 to Rs. 65,41,245, showing a decline of 
Rs, 2,84,686, or 4-1 per cent. This too place both in imports (7‘7 per cent.) 
and exports (3°5 per cent,), and is attributable chiefly to smaller receipts of salt 
from the United ingdoen, to the smaller import of kerosine oil from America, 
and to short shipments of raw jute to the United Kingdom ahd Hamburg. 
The imports of railway material were, however, large, and, owing to good 
harvests and the facilities of transport afforded by the new Assam-Bengal 
Railway, there was a considerable advance in the exports of rice. The 
imports of liquors from foreign and Indian ports fell off by 64 and 31 per cent., 
respectively. In the coasting trade the imports increased owing to heavy 
importations of Rangoon kerosine oil, while the larger shipments of country 
goods, viz., rice and paddy, sirry tem to Bombay and Cochin, and raw 
cotton, chiefly to Narayanganj and Calcutta, caused a rise in the value of the 
exports. 

z There was a large falling off in the total valuo of the trade, both foreign 
and coasting, at the Orissa ports. The decrease was common to all three 
ports, and is said to have been due chiefly to the Spering of new railway 
communication in Orissa, and to the removal by rail of large quantities of rice 
to the famine-stricken districts in the Central Provinces. The net amount of 
customs duty, inclusive of the duty on imported salt collected at the Orissa 
ports, fell from Rs. 6,02,704 to Rs. 3,13,734, showing a decrease of Rs. 2,88,970, 
or 47*9 per cent. The decline is chiefly attributed to smaller collections made 
on account of export duty at all the ports and import duty on salt at the port 
of Balasore, # ane ; :

HAZARIBAGH REFORMATORY SCHOOLS FOR 1899.

p Letter No. 4167, dated the 19th July 1900, from the Director of Public Instruction, 
Bengal, submitting the Annual Reports on the Alipore and Hazaribagh 
& Reformatory Schools for 1899. 
Read— 
The report for the year 1898 and the orders of Government thereon. 
Read— : 
The Government of India Home Department’s Resolution No. 374—79, dated the 
Qnd September 1899. 

Iv their Resolution recited in the preamble the Government of India 
decided that ‘all Reformatory Schools should be placed under the charge of 
the Education Department. Accordingly, the two Schools at Alipore and 
Hazaribagh, which had previously been under the control of the Jail Department, 
were taken over by the Education Department on the 1st January 1900, and the 
present report, which has. been submitted by the Director of Public Instruction, 
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was received from him in print on the 31st July 1900, that is, seven months 
after the close of the year to which it related. The delay was to some extent 
due to uncertainty about the maintenance of a separate report, the Government 
of India finally deciding that amalgamation with the Education Report was 
at present undesirable. - F ; 

2. The two institutions had, on the last day of 1898, 468 inmates. 
The number of boys who were released or otherwise removed from the rolls 
was 151, the total number that remained at the end of the year 1899 being, 
including fresh admissions during the year, 416. Of these, 271 wore Hindus, 
137 Muhammadans, 5 aboriginals, 2 nondescript, and 1 a native Christian. 
The adwissions during the year were 99 as compared with 92 in the previous 
year; but they were far below the average of the five preceding years, which 
is 183. At the end of 1898, there were 194 boys at Alipore, 274 at 
Hazaribagh ; at the end of 1899, there were 179 at Alipore, 237 at Hazaribagh. 
The daily average number of boys for the year was 186 at Alipore and 257 
at Hazaribagh as compared with 203 and 311, respectively, for the year 1898, 
Jn accordance with the desire expressed by the Lieutenant-Governor in the 
last year’s Resolution, the Commissioners of Divisions have submitted reports 
showing how far the provisions of section 81 of Act VIII of 1897, which 
empowers Courts to discharge any youthful offender after due admonition, or 
to \eliver lim to his parents and other relatives on certain conditions, | were 
utilised by trying Magistrates. From these reports it a pears that the applica- 
tion of the provisions, both of section 81 of Act VIII of 1897 and of 
section 562, Criminal Procedure Code (which relates to first offenders), had 
considerable effect in reducing the number of boys sent to the Reformatories, 
This effect will probably increase. 

The general health of the boys of the- Alipore Reformatory has been 
satisfactory In Hazaribagh the number of admissions into hospital rose from 
105 to 170, and the daily average of sick boys increased from 8-9 in 1898 
to 5‘9 in 1899. This increase was due to the prevalence of malarial fever. 
No death occurred in the Hazaribagh School, but one boy of the Alipore 
Reformatory died in hospital of phthisis. 

3. Offences, punishment, and marks.—With regard to offences and punish- 
ments there was a slight increase in the former as compared with the previous 
year, but nothing occurred which calls for any special remarks. Marks for 
good conduct were earned by 164 boys, or 88 per cent., at Alipore, and by 251 
boys, or 97 per cent., at Hazaribagh, as against 84 and 90. per cent. uring 
1898. The average value of marks earned per head at Alipore was Rs, 3-9-7 
in 1899 as compared with Rs. 3-0-2 in the previous year, while the average 
earned per head at Hazaribagh was Rs. 2-12-7 as against Rs. 2-3-2 in 1898, 
The total earnings on this account during the year in the two Schools amounted 
to Rs. 1,306, out of which Rs. 419 were spent on a present reward in fruits and 
sweotmeats, and the remainder placed in the Post Office Savings Bank for the 
benefit of the boys on their release. The system is an excellent one, 

4. Instructions and gymnastics.—At both Schools the boys are taught 
reading and writing in Bengali or Hindi and arithmetic up to the Lower and 
Upper Primary Standards. Five boys from the Bengali section at Alipore 
appeared at the last Lower Primary cholarship Examination, two of whom 
passed in the first division. Drill and gymnastics are attended b the boys in 
the morning, and at Alipore sports, including (for the first time) football, were 
held at which the boys competed for small prizes. These exercises are 
to have been beneficial to the health of the boys. The trades t at the 
Schools were the same as in the previous year, viz., carpentry, boo -binding, 
canework, gerdaping, blacksmith’s work, tinwork, and inting in the Alipore 
School, an cloth-weaving and tailoring, carpentry, ith’s work, and 
ercaung in the per pipe School. " 

- Character und occupation of released boys—Of 54 bo discharged from 
the Alipore School in 1898, 34 wero ieperted fia coodieaked 18 could 
not be traced, 4 were in jail, 2 were looked on as icious characters, and 
1 had died. Of 116 boys released from the Hasarthagh School, 74 were well 
conducted, 18 not traceable, and ¥ in jail; 2 were. viewed with suspicion, 
4 had died and 9 had emigrated to districts. The Education Depart- 
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ment has at its disposal an admirable agency for keeping watch over boys 
after their discharge, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that in future i 
statistics on this subject will be much fuller and more accurate than before, and 
that by degrees they will show that the transfer in administration is 
producing better results than those of the past. T'wo hundred boys were 
released from the Alipore Reformatory during the three years, 1896 to 189s, 
of whom 87 had been tanght agriculfure and 163 other trades and handi- 
crafts. Forty-nine were lost sight of, 44 took to agriculture after discharge, 
and only 20 adopted the trades and handicrafts taught in the School, Two 
tratideed and sixty-two boys were discharged from the Hazaribagh School, 
of whom 65 had been taught agriculture nd 197 other trades and handicrafts. 
Forty were lost sight of, 106 were occupied in agriculture after release, and 
only 20 adopted the trade taught them at the School. 

The question of the proper training to be given to the boys at the 
Reformatories, so as to enable them to earn a livelihood on their release from 
the Schools, is of considerable difficulty. From the figures given above, it will 
be seen that a very swall proportion of the boys released from the Schools 
adopt in after-life the trades learnt in these institutions. This bears out the 
remark made last year that the plan of adapting instruction to the here- 
‘ditary occupation of the boys must be extended. The practical difficulty 
in teaching every boy the trade of his caste is, of course, the expense. The 
most remunerative occupation at the Hazaribagh School is one which has 
proved of little use to the boys in after-life. But it is more and more clear 
that the present system of teaching boys trades which they will not take up in 
after-life may keep them out of mischief in School, and help to recoup to the 
tax-payer the endeavour to reform their character, but that it is quite useless 
in giving the boys a better start in life when they leave the Schools. It is 
essential that the employment of the boys be brought more and more nearly 
in accord with the principle, that they be taught industries, which will be 
really useful to themselves, rather than merely remunerative to the Schools. It 
is not possible that all that is theoretically desirable can be at once attained, 
but a beginning must be made. There are two obvious ways in which this can 
be done. One is ig, hoger by the Superintendent of the Hazaribagh Refor- 
matory. That is, that all boys of agricultural castes be concentrated at 
Hazaribagh, and all of industrial castes at Alipore. The other is, that the two 
Reformatories be amalgamated at Hazaribagh. There are objections to the 
latter course, but it has one very important advantage, that, under a single 
superintendence, the expenses of the management will be largely decreased, 
and there will be better opportunity for organising instruction in a considerable 
variety of trades, 

he Lieutenant-Governor asks the Director of Public Instruction to give 
this matter his early attention and to favour him in the winter with bis opinion 
on these two suggestions after careful consultation with the Committees of the 
two Schools. 

The total cost of the two Reformatoriesin 1899 was Rs. 41,709 ; the 
rofits from the School manufactories amounted to Rs. 18,560, covering nearly 
alf the cost. In these profits there will undoubtedly be considerable reduction, 

if the principle is applied to which Sir John Woodburn has again drawn 
attention, but this result must be faced in the interests of the boys, whose 
reform is our first duty. 

Upon the system to be followed at Hazaribagh in agricultural training 
the Lieutenant-Governor has only two remarks. He thinks that in all the 
conditions at Hazaribagh market gardening is a preferable course of instruction 
and employment to the cultivation of field crops. During the season when 
there is fitt e out-door work, there is no possible objection to employing the 
boys in any form of in door work, which is profitabler 

An pie was made last year to get employment in a jute mill near 
Calcutta for boys, who had ‘been taught weaving in the Reformatory. The 
boys ran away, It is said that the wages given them were insufficient. The 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the experiment will not be abandoned, and 
that the Committee in making arrangements for the boys will see that proper 
wages are adjusted. He desires to draw their attention to section 18 of the 
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Reformatory Act, and to sng the hiring out of well-behaved lads under 
license, ‘ , S $ 

6. Manufactures;—The financial results of the manufactures in the 
Schools show a net profit at Alipore of Rs. 8,930 as against Rs. 9,862, and 
at Hazaribagh of Rs. 9,630 as compared with Rs. 9,268 in the previous 
year. The profit per head of the number employed was Rs, 55-7-6 as 
against Rs, 54-11-8 in 1898. at Alipore, and Rs, 4-2-6 as against Rs, 35-10-4 
at Hazaribagh. ; ; 

7. Financial—The total cost of the Alipore  Reformatory was 
Rs, 21,800, and of the Hazaribagh Reformatory Rs. 19,909. The cost 
per head of each boy was Rs, 216-9-1 at the former School and Rs, 77-5-10 at 
the latter as against Rs. 110-y-5 and Rs. 73-0-11, respectively, in 1898. There 
was an actual increase in the establishment charges at both Schools, though it 
was nominal only at Hazaribagh. . “ 

8.  General—At Alipore nothing was done during the past year for the 
amalgamation of the warders with those of the Jail Departmgnt. At Hazaribagh 
the system was introduced, and enabled the establishment to be kept up to 
the proper strength during the year, and in other ways was satisfuctory, It 
will, however, probably be necessary to discontinue this connection-with the Juil, 
as a consequence of the transfer of the control of the Schools to the Education 
Department, The number of visits to the Alipore School of members of the 
Board of Management was 63 as against 39 in the previous year. At Hazari- 
bagh 16 visits were paid by the members of the Committee as compared with 
10 in 1898, The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the Board 
of Visitors of the Alipore School and the Committee of Management of the 

Hazaribagh School for close interest they have taken in the Schools.

Section 17 of Bengal Act III of 1899 provides that the Administration 
and Departmental Reports shall be examined and reviewed by the General 
Committee and the Corporation, and that printed copies of the reviews ly 
these bodies shall be submitted to Government with or soon after the submis- 
sion of the report itself, This has not been done. The Chairman has 
forwarded copies of the U pmpuuuee, of the General Committee and the 
Corporation at meetings held to cones the report, but that is not a compliance 
with t the law. ‘These reviews should be self-contained : they should set forth 
the views of the General Committee and the Corporation respectively asa whole, 
and not those of individual members: they should be: reasonably brief; and 
should contain such comments as may be thonght useful on the broader aspects 
of the administration of the year. In future years these instructions should be 
complied with, . 

2. ‘The office of Chairman of the a yg was held throughout the 

ear by Mr. W. R. Bright with an interval from 7th January 1900 to 21st 
March 1900, during which he was compelled by ill-health to take privile 
leave. Mr. F. W. Duke officiated as Chairman for that Said: Babu 
Nilamber Mukerji held the office of Vice-Chairman throughout the year, Among 
the nominated Commissioners there was only one change during the year. Of 
the elected Commissioners one died, his seat remaining vacant until the close 
of the year; and 28 resigned. The places of the latter were filled, 12 by bye- 
elections and the remainder by appointment in default of election under 
- section 16 of the Municipal Act. The Chairman remarks that these changes, 
for a time at any rate, greatly hampered municipal work and finance. 

Several changes were made in the personnel of the executive, the most 
important of which was the en of Mr. T. C. Deverell as Engineer to 
the Corporation, vice Mr. A. J. Hughes, o.1.£., resigned. 

3. Meetings and attendance of Commissioners.—There were 26 general 
meetings of the Commissioners, 126 meetings of “Standing Committees, 12 of 
Special Committees, and 52 of Sub-Committees. Informal meetings were also 
held for the investigation of matters of minor public importance. Ten Com- 
missioner’ attended fifty times or more at General and Committee meetings 
during the year and 60 Commissioners attended 50 per cent. or more of the 
meetings to which they were invited. 

Vacancies occurring in the General Committee could not under the law be 
filled up during the year, and accordingly that Committee consisted of 9 
members instead of 18 from 1st September 1899 till the close of the year. 

4, Proceedings of Commissioners.—The matter of most interest and impor- 
tance to the general public with which the Commissioners were occupied 

ing the year was the resumption of negotiations with the Tramway Company 
for the introduction of electric traction, The points in dispute were referred to 
a Sub-Committee, who submitted a re on the basis of which an agreement 
_ was settled and executed by the Corporation on 9th December 1899. Effect

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5, Finanoe—Revenue and iture—The rincome of the four revenne 
funds, taken together, was Rs. 62)42,738 and their expenditure Rs. 52,38,696 
as against budget estimates of Rs, 51,86,017 and Rs 55,24,742, respectively. 
The opening and closing were Rs. 5,78,963 and Rs. 5,83,005. The 
main feahd under which receipts were in excess of the estimate are ‘‘ Miscella- 
neous receipts,” “ Fines and Bs oa and “Trade and profession licenses.” 
The realisation of the consolidated rate fell short of the estimate by Rs, 42,570. 

The income exceeded that of the previous year by Rs. 3,71,420~a 
result which was due to the increase in the valuation of the town and to larger 
realisations from licenses, fines, and the munici 1 market, The expenditure was 
Rs, 4,37,653 larger than in the ed year. ane increase (Ks. 66,352) 
was under “Road cleaning,” which, however, is partially counterbalanced by a 
decrease of Rs. 35,878 in the amount expended on bustee cleaning. 

‘There was a total saving on the estimated expenditure for the year of 
Rs. 2,86,046, ‘The heading under which this was greatest is that of interest, 
owing to the failure of a loan issued during the year. - The remainder of the 
saving is distributed among the various items of meen expenditure. = 

6. Loans.—The year opened with a total loan liability of Rs. °2,99,76,935.° 
During the yeat Rs. 8,08,134 were repaid to Government on ‘account of the . 
consolidated loan, ‘Tenders for a new loan of 25 lakhs at 4 per cent. having a 
currency of twenty-five years were called for, but the result was a failure. 
Tenders for Rs, 3,70,900 were accepted at 95 and upwards, and out of the 
unallotted remainder, a Join of 5 lakhs only was issued. "This was taken up in 
full, ‘The total loan liability of the Corporation at the close of the year was 
Rs. 3,05,39,700, The sinking fund accumulations amount together to 
Rs, 28,74,154. Rupees 20,02,070 wero paid during the year on account of 
interest and sinking funds. The statutory limit to payments on this aceount is 
10 per cent. on the annual valuation of the town; and, as will be seen from

In 1898-99 the percentage figures given in columns 8 and 9 of the state- 
ment above were 93°71 and 77°31, respectively. In commenting on these figures 
in his report for that year, the Chairman asoribed the deficiencies disclosed by 
them to the exceptiorfal circumstances of the: year constituted by the®panic 
and exodus consequent on the first out of plague; ont, ti 
with some confidence a hope that unless circumstances should again 
unfavourable to collections, the year now under review would see a consider- 
uble improvement, ‘That expectation has, however, not been fulfilled. It is 
not stated that the work of collection was impeded by plague to a greater, or 





even to the same, extent as in 1898-99, yet the percen of gross collections 
to the gross demand is substantially the same as in rs aol, in spite of 
large remissions, another addition has been made to the already enormous 
accumulation of arrears. The unsatisfactory nature of this resu‘t is frankly 
admitted by the Chairman, who examines the subject in some detail. 

To begin with the Collector's de ent, it appears that that officer 
collected during the year a total sum of Rs. 28,91,620 out of a gross demand 
of Rs. 85,39,993, or 84°32 per cent. This percentage is, it is true, raised to 85 
‘per cent. if the amounts afterwards found to be unrealisable are deducted from 
the gross demand ; but if again the demand realisable from Government and the 
Port Commissioners which collects itself. automatically (but upon which never- 
theless the Collector, very unnecessarily, receives commission) be left out: of 
account, it appears that out of a realisable demand of Rs. 80,82,718, only 
Rs. 23,41,520, or 76-4 per cent., was realised by the Collector, © ~ 

- The Joint-Collector, if the demand from Government and the Port Com- 
missioners be deducted from-the realisable demand and from the collections, 
realised Rs, 4,48,887 out of a demand of Lis. 5,60,698, or just over 80 per cent, 
—a most unsatisfactory result for so small a demand. 

The question of reforming or remodelling the whole system of collections 
is stated to be engaging the earnest attention of the Chairman, who adds 
that.a complete cliange in the system of collections may very possibly be found 
necessary. The absolute necessity of ‘a speedy improvement being made in 
the collection of taxes needs no emphasising. A Bombay, the average 
percentage of collections to current demand for the nine years ending 1898-09 
was 99-4 per cent., and the amount remitted has averaged Rs. 50,273 per 
ennum. In Calcutta, the eorresponding figures for the last ten years were 
93°3 per cent. and Rs. 1,82,268, the aggregate current demand being slightly 
less taun in Bombay, It may not be possible to achieve such good results as 
in Bombay, where the Municipal rates are payable half-yearly, and by owners 
only, and not, as in Calcutta, quarterly, tg y owners and occupiers in equal 
shares. But the Lieutenant-Governor knows of no valid reason for so large a 
difference, and he cannot resist the conclusion that the explanation is to be 
sought in a bad system, and imperfect supervision over the Collecting Depart- 
ments, These, together with the Warrant Department, are in general charge 
‘of the Vice-Chairman. The Auditor’s report, recently received, shows that he 
has failed to exercise the detailed control over collections and accounts without 
which no contractor can be expected to work efficiently. He has also failed to 
overcome the delay in the institution of coercive processes to which ‘the present 
bad system lends itself, and which forms one of the most marked differences 
between Caleutta and Bombay. Possibly this may be due in some degree to 
his being overburdened with work. Under the new law, he has been relieved 
of much of his out-door duties by the a pointment of a Deputy Chairman, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor will éxpect in ‘future to exercise a real and not 
merely a nominal control over these essential branches of the administration,

The increase in receipts is satisfactory, and that under the tax on trades 
and professions is paricateely so in view of the progressive decline in previous 
years which was commented on by Government last year. 

But while the result itself is satisfactory, the means by which it has been 
obtained, viz., a very large increase in the number of police court prosecu- 
tions, are quite the reverse. The Chairman correctly points out that prosecu- 
tions have hitherto been the only means of coercion at the disposal of the 
department, and that during the year under review cases were more promptly 
~ filed and better distributed than heretofore. But a system which entails the 

prosecution in the Criminal Courts of nearly 60 per cent. of the assessees is 
indefensible, . The procedure to be adopted under the new law was stated in 
reviewing the report for 1898-99, and the Chairman expresses the hope, which 
the Government heartily endorses, that in future prosecutions of this nature 
will not be resorted to, say 

The statement which purports to show the results of the collection of this 
tax up to date is incomplete and misleading. Instead of the total balance 
outstanding at the opening of the year being shown, only that portion of it 
which accrued during the immediately preceding year appears in the state- 
ment, the outstanding balance for all previous years Being lett out of account.

The Printing Department shows a considerably increased outturn for 
the year. Valuing the outturn at rates based on a comparison with those of 
Government and private firms, the result is a profit of Rs, 19,375. The total 
charges amounted to Rs, 40,795, In this connection the Lieutenant-Governor 
has observed that such specimens of the work of the Municipal Printing Depart- 
ment as have come before him leave much to be desired. They contain 
numerous typographical errors and are badly set up and badly printed. The 
present report is an instance in point. 

10. Litigation.—The civil suits instituted by or against the Corporation 
during the year were insignificant, It is noticeable, however, that 150 old 
decrees, which had been allowed to become barred by limitation, were 
cancelled, Arrangements are stated to have been made for preventing the 
occurrence of such an unsatisfactory result in future. 

The total num! er of poe prosecutions instituted by the Corporation 
was 37,521 against 37,544 in the previous year. The greater part of these 
originated with the License Department, at: have already been noticed. 

The Chairman draws attention to the results of the prosecutions instituted 
by the Engineer’s Department. In 2,532 convictions, the greater number of 
which were for encroachments, the total amount of fines imposed was Rs, 3,967. 
The Chairman expresses a hope that, especially in cases of building a house 
without submitting a plan, more suitable penalties will be imposed under the 
new Act. This matter formed the subject of unfavourable comment in last 
year’s Resolution, but it cryin that no improvement has taken place, but 
rather the reverse. It will now be necessary to consider whether the power of 
appointing a Municipal Magistrate conferred by section 628 of the new Act 
hoot not be exercised. . 

The Food Inspection Department instituted 339 cases against 145 in the 
pretions year, Fines amounting to Rs, 2,110 were imposed. The Food 

nspectors also seized and destroyed a large quantity of food and milk unfit 
for human consumption. A novel feature of their work during the year has 
been the prosecution of shop-keepers for selling cocaine, the use of which, as a 
stimulant, is stated to be increasingly prevalent among all classes. ‘The action 
taken to check it is said to have met with some success, and will be continued 
in the future. ; 

‘11. Education.—The amount spent by the Corporation during the year on 

rimary education was Rs. 2,860. The insufficiency of the provision made 
for this object has been the subject of separate correspondence with the 
Corporation, and efforts will be made to provide for a more adequate expendi- 
ture in future, 

12, Town and bustee improvements.—The separate chapter, which is devoted 
to this subject in the report, adds little or nothing to the information which 
is given in the chapter relating to finance. It is‘remarked that the heavy 
expenditure which is being incurred on drainage and unfiltered water-works has 
lessened the resources of the ration to carry out extensive bustee improve- 
ment. The expenditure under this head (Rs. 33,276) is, nevertheless, the largest 
incurred since 1892-93. The total amount spent on town and bustee improve- 
ments together is Rs. 84,390 against Rs. 99,626 in the previous year. The 
amount spent on street improvements and met from this grant was Rs. 82,667. 

13. Engineer’s Department.—The mileage of filtered water mains was 
slightly increased during the year. It amounted on 31st March 1900 to 315-16 

. The average daily consumption also shows a slight decrease from 
the previous year’s figure, being 20,681,822 Hons, against 20,684,393 in 
1898-89. The daily consent ee head was 33°68-gallons in the town area

_ A great adyance was made during the year in increasing the supply of 

unfiltered water. The mileage of unfiltered water mains in the town and 
south added area was 117'49 and 87°55 miles, respectively, against 104:26 and 
36°01 in 1898-99, The amount of water supplied in from 4,778,899 

gallons per day in 1898-99 to 9,687,493 gallons in 1899-1900. This is a 
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very great improvement, and its effect should be still greater when the number 
of Loewe omitauiana is increased. The Chairman expresses disappointment 
at the result of efforts which have been made in this direction during the 
ear. It is to be hoped that in future they will prove more successful. But 
i the connexions are to be really beneficial, and not a danger in disguise, 
it is essential that they should be maintained in efficient order, A recent 
inspection by the Health Officer of a number of students’ lodging-houses showed 
that in 20 cases out of 24 examined, the flushing arrangements of connected 
privies were out of order. If anything like this proportion obtains throughout 
the town, the risk to the public health is most serious. Under Chapter XXI 
ond Schedule XVI of the new Act, the Chairman has ae ey powers to inspect 
and enforce the repair of defective privies, and he should look to it that these 
are rigorously exercised. . 
arious reconstructions and improvements were made in the sewerage 
system, which now has a length of 200-68 miles, iy 
14, Health of the town.—There is a curious difference of opinion between 
experts on the elementary point whether the general health of Calcutta was 
or was not good during the year. In ‘the body of the report the year is 
stated to have been a specially unhealthy one, and with this view the Inspector- 
General of Civil Hospitals, =: has submitted a separate note to Government 
on the subject, agrees. In the report of the Health Officer on the other hand, it 
is stated that the heaith of the town was, except for plague, comparatively good. 
The total number of deaths recorded was 25,823 against a decennial avera 
of 22,058. The deaths registered as due to plague were 2,332; and in 
addition to these, there were a namber of suspicious deaths in which the 
evidence was not quite sufficient to establish the cause of death to have been 
Care: The mortality under the special causes of cholera, diurrhoa and 
ysentery, small-pox, and fevers was 1,852 less than the average of the 
previous ten years. The reduction under “fever” was 1,016, and it is believed 
that this is mainly fictitious, deaths really due to this disease having been 
ascribed to “other causes” (where the increase was 3,306) in consequence 
of the plague scare’, If allowance be made for the natural increase of — 
population during that period, it would seem that the conclusion of the Health 
Officer should be accepted ; and it is evident, as the Chairman remarks, that 
the figures returned for plague represent with a near approach to accuracy. the 
actual mortality from that cause. The birth-rate rose from 13°9 in 1898, 
when, owing to a large exodus of females from the town, it was exceptionally 
low, to 16'1 in 1899. This figure is still below the average, The birth-rate 
was highest among Christians and lowest among Mutammadans. The 
mortality among infants under one year of age was in inverse ratio to 
the birth-rate according to class. eye Muhammedans it was 504:8, 
among Hindus 334-7, ‘and among Christians ‘W744, the average for ‘all 
classes being 866'8, ‘The sane fact was noted in last year's report. The 
Health Officer conjectures that there may be some ‘connection between’ the 
marriage customs of the various classes and the infantile mortalit) ‘among them, 
The fever mortality was 7,173 against a decennial average: 8,189. Under 
this head the Health Officer gives a detailed ‘account of the’ preliminary | 
investigations which'he has made into the localities infested by the “ts 
Mosquito and the connection between that insect and malarious fever. It was 
found that the anopheles could be’ uickly killed by kerosine when found in 
pools, but that even so, it re-appeured in a week, and that efforts to exterminate 
it in tanks resulted in failure. The want of accurate data of the local 
distribution of the population and - uen! i fF esp of fever mortality — 
in the different areas of the ‘town prevented any connection being establis 
between malaria and - os. practical results of the experiment have 
therefore been nil’; and thé only conelasion which is drawn from them by the 
Health Officer is that “it does not eebear probable that any iable effect 
can be made on the prevalence of malarial fevers in Caleutta, van expendi- — 
ture of Rs. 30 a month ‘including the ‘pay of establishment,”—a conclusion’ _ 
which is in no danger of being controverted. Dr. Nield Cook does not 
vomnmit himself to an opinion as to whether a larger diture on an experi- 
_ ment condueted on these lines would be justified; and it is not ‘stated i 
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it is sed to continue the experiment. In this connexion it may be 
remarked that Captain Leonard Rogers, 1.éM.8., who recently conducted inyesti- 
gations in neighbouring urban areas, found nothing to show that the mosquito 
is the svle, or even the chief, cause of malarious fever. 

The mortality from cholera was 990 against an average of 2,051 in the 
previous five years. The cases were isolated ones, and there was no serious 
outbieak throughout the year, There were only 64 cases of small-pox in the 
town during the year, but. the reicray from dysentery and diarrhcea was 
above the average. ‘The death-rate in the suburban and canal area (43:9) is 
again extremcly high compared to that im urban Caleutta (35:1), A special) 
report on the subject was usked for by Government in the review of last year’s 
report, but has not yet been received. 

15. Vaceination.—The number of persons vaccinated during the year 
was 16,011 against 13,255 in 1898. The percentage of successful operations, 
calculated on ascertained results, was 96°61 of primary vaccinations and 35°46 
of revaccinations, Of the latter, a large number of results were unascertained, 

An outbreak of rinderpest in the animal vaccination depdt caused the 
supply of vaccine to ran short, and a supply of Jlanoline paste obtained 
from the Darjeeling depot failed to give good results. The Vaccination Depart- 
ment is at present undergoing a process of reorganisation, and partial effect 
has already been given to the recommendations of the Health Officer. 

16. Conservancy,—The portion. of the Health Officer’s report which deals 
with the conservancy of the town is of considerable interest to the rate-payers 
and the general public. In commentivg on it, the Chairman remarks that it 
is the fashion to say that the conservancy of Calcutta is unsatisfactory, but 
offers no opinion as to how far this fashion is justified by facts, The Health 
Officer, while candidly admitting that the Health Department has not been 
able to keep the streets of Calcutta in a condition which can be regarded as 
satisfactory from a sanitary point of view, maintains that failure has been due, 
not to any shortcomings on the part of the Department, but to the magnitude 
of the difficultios with which it has to contend, Dr. Nield Cook points 
out that the structural defects of the city, the habits of the people with regard 
to ‘the disposal of refuse, and the very large quantity of refuse to be disposed 
of, as compared with a European town, are practically insuperable obstacles 
to arriving at ideal conservancy arrangements. That these difficulties are real 
may be allowed. They are not insuperable. Nor can the Lieutenant-Goveror 
in any way endorse the Health Officer’s contention that inefficient conservancy 
isa matter which depends more on the state of the labour. market and the 
available supply and strength of draught animals than.on “supervision and 
the punishment of subordinates when anything goes wrong.” Constant super- 
vision, honestly enforced, will do more good with a small staff than an army of 
coolies, carts and cattle working without systematic control. The Health 
Officer affirms that the only chance of making any material improvement 
in the state of the streets is to have gomething like a continuous service 
with relays of men. and animals; and the more ay the service approaches 
this standard, the more complete the conservancy will obviously be. An after- 
noon service was attempted during the year under report, but neither carters 
nor cattle could be procured in sufficient number, and the strain on stock and 
staff was so severe that the experiment was perforce abandoned. The 
question of making a substantial improvement in the conservancy resolves 
itself in truth into one of ways and means. The present report and the 
discussions in the press to which it refers, have, at all events, served the 
purpose of bringing it prominently to the notice of the Commissioners. It is 
disastrous that the Conservancy Department should be starved for want of 
funds; and it is to be hoped that an improvement in. the collection of the 
revenue will enable the Commissioners to make a more liberal provision for it 
in the near future. 3 ; ; 

ar tine department worked under special difficulties — the year. 
Labour was, owing to the prevalence of plague, very difficult to obtain, and the 
mortality aici deaaght animals from glanders and rinderpest was heavy. In 
spite of this, the amount of refuse removed from the town was the largest ever 
recorded, being no less than 357,000 tons. Eyen this large total would no 
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doubt, in the absence of these difficulties, have been considerably exceeded, 
and manifest though the deficiencies of the conservancy are, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to be able from his own observations to concur in the 
statement of the Chairman as to tie improvement in the work of the depart- 
ment during a particularly trying year. He looks to the Chairman aud the — 
Commissioners to ensure muc! ter progress in this matter. ) 

Particular stress is laid by the Health Officer on the necessity in the interests 
of both economy and efficiency of improving the stable accommodation for the 
ponies and cattle, Steps have been taken by the Commissioners to give effect 
to his recommendations. i 

17, Plague.—The administration of preventive measures against plague 
is in the hands of the Chairman, not of the Corporation, and is therefore 
not dealt with, except incidentally, in the report. The Chairman notes briefly 
on the subject in the preliminary chapter to the report. The Army Sanitary 
Commissioners have recently suggested that plague should, in the Annual Report, 
not be dissociated from other diseases, ‘I'he Health Officer goes further, 
aud suggests that the administration also should be united. The latter 
suggestion is not practicable; for the reason that the Health Officer’s ordina 
duties, especially in connection with conservancy, are sufficient to occupy his 
whole time, In future, however, a report by tho Special Health Officer for © 

lague should accompany the Annual Report, and will be reviewed with it. 
Te is sufficient, for the purposes of the present review, to remark that the epidemic, 
though more severe in incidence than that of the previous year, had a much less 
pronounced effect on the general administration of the Corporation. The 
disease declined rapidly in virulence from April to July, continued during 
the next six months in a sporadic form, and increased again rapidly from 
the end of January 1900, reaching its —_ point in the third week in March. 
The history of plague in Calcutta and of the measures taken to cope with it 
will be separately treated. 

18. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his appreciation of the 
manner in which Mr. Bright discharged the duties of Chairman during a year 
beset by peculiar difficulties, and in which more, perhaps, devolved upon the 
Chairman than in any other in the annals of the Corporation. It has fallen to 
his lot to usher in the new vonstitution, and to guide the Corporation during 
the first months of its operation. The Lieutenant-Governor hoped that 
his services would have been available to Caleutta for several years to come, 
and it is a matter of great regret that his health should have failed under the 
strain, and that he should have been compelled to relinquish his onerous and 
important charge. He leaves behind him a record of signal energy, industry 
and zeal ; of difficulties surmounted and reforms undertaken ; and the knowledge 


that his unsparing labours have done much to smooth the path of his 
successor.

The Report of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture, Bengal, for the 


year 1899-1900, 
Letter No. 973A., dated 15th August 1900, from the Board of Revenue, submitting 


the Report with their remarks, 


Read again— 
Resolution on the same Report for 1898-99. 


Mr. P. O. Lyon was in charge of the Department throughout the year, 
except for a period of two months and twelve days, when he was on privilege 
leave, and Mr. 8. L, Maddox acted for him, Messrs. Nogendra Nath Banerjee 
and Dejen Lala Roy were his Assistants during the year. The report was 
submitted on the fixed date. 

2. Land Records Establishment—Registration of mutations under the Land 
Records Maintenance Act, 11] (B.C.) of 1895.—The number of mutation offices 
ander the Act was the same as in the previous year, viz., one at Bettiah 


“> 


. 
* 
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in Champaran and two at Hajipur and Mahnar in Muzaffarpur. No new 
offices have been opened, nor has the Act been extended to other areas. The 
statistics furnished show that mutation work in these offices has considerably 
fallen off, and the unanimous conclusion at which the officers have arrived is 
that the Act has failed in its object. The reports of the Board about the 
maintenance of the records prepared in the recent survey-settlement operations 
in the three great circles of North Bihar, Chittagong, and Orissa have now been 
completed and received. 

3. In the three mutation offices mentioned above, owt of the total number 
of notices for registration filed during the year, only 1,286 were voluntary 
presentations by the parties under section 6 of the Act. The figures for the 
immediately preceding years were 2,061, 4,063, and 4,287, respectively, and 
this contigned falling off is a sure indication of the unwillingness of the tenants 
to utilise the procedure afforded by the Act. 

4. The number of holdings in which changes liable to registration 
annually occur has been estimated at from 8 to 10 per cent., but the namber of 
such changes which have been actually registered on the initiative of the 
Registrar and of the parties combined bas been in the last four years in Bettiah 
thana 2°22, 209, ‘56, and ‘47, and in Hajipur, including Mahnar, 1°76, 8°37, 
3:25, and 1°35, respectively. Thus the number of registrations besides, being 
far below the recognised standard, are continuously diminishing, especially 
under the head of ‘ Succession,” where they depend on the initiative of the 
parties. In fact the penalties imposed by the Act are inadequate to overcome 
the inertia of the tenants, and the advantages given by registration are clearly 
an insufficient inducement. 

As a matter of course, decrease in work was followed by adecrease in 
income from fees. The receipts from the three offices amounted to Rs. 1,514 
as against an expenditure of Rs, 3,247, and the deficit of Rs. 1,733 had to be 
made good by Government. 

5. Mutation work in Government and Wards’ Estates.—To improve’ the 
present state of things aud to secure better results in mutation work in these 
estates, District Officers were directed in paragraph 6 of the last year’s 
Resolution to give greater attention to the examination of tenants’ rent-rolls, 
themselves or by their Deputies, during their cold-weather tours, and to sum- 
marise the results of such examination as regards the number of transfers which 
had not been noted in the records or reported by the tahsildars. Less was done * 
than the Lieutenant-Governor hoped, but a start was made, and he trusts that 
the Collectors in these districts will give réal help in this important matter. 

As regards the registration of mutations, the best results in Government 
estates were obtained in Backergunge, Jalpaiguri, and Darjeeling, and the worst 
in Noakhali and Gaya, In Wards’ estates.good work appears to have been done 
in Tikari, and there has been a marked improvement in Dakhin Shahbazpur, 
but in Madhupur matters are particularly bad. It is not easy to frame satisfac- 
tory rules, and it is tedious to make the minute inspections ne for their 
enforcement. Moreover, the raiyats themselves are as a rule apathetic, and 
generally averse to taking the initiative. But efficient management is so closely 
and obviously bound up with a correct jamabandi that the Lieutenant-Governor 
has no alternative but to press again this duty on the Collectors who represent 
the Government or the owners, who are uuder the Court of Wards, in the 
management of these properties, In future reports the results of the enquiries 
made by the Collectors and their subordinates in accordance with the orders in 
the Resolution on the last year’s report should be given in the form of a tabular. 
statement as an appendix, every district in which inspections were necessary 
being included, whether such were made or not. 

6. Maintenance of Boundary Marks.—In December last the. Director of 
Land Records submitted through the Board. of Revenue.a scheme. for the main- 
tenance of boundary marks erécted in the course of traverse surveys made in 
the course of procecdings under @hapter X of the Bengal Tenancy Act, and 
towards the close of the year orders have been passed directing that— 

(1) only trijunction marks should be maintsinéd,, save where a, disputed 
undary has been laid down, in which case these marks 
also be maintained ; 





ees 
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(2) that the duty of inspecting and reporting the marks should be done 
by village obsndeeats j and 


(3) that trijunction marks should be serially numbered for each thana 
and a list kept in each thana. 


’ Considerable attention appears to have been given in many districts to the 
inspection of boundary marks in Government and Wards’ estates, and, judging 
from the resumé of the reports received by thé Director, the need of a regular 
system which will be ensured y the contemplated rules is plainly manifest. 
In future years the state of the boundary marks should be given in the form 
of a tabular statement appended to the report, every district in which there are 
boundary marks being mentioned, and special care being taken to show what 
was done during the year with reference to what had to be done. 

The damage yearly done in Angul to boundary marks is phenomenal. 
No reason for this is given, and the Director will be good enough to submit a 
separate report on this matter showing the reasons for such a state of affairs 
and the remedics he can suggest for effecting an improvement. 


7. Utilisation of Land Records.—The report of the Director has sum- 
marised the various direetions in which the use of the cadastral surveys and the 
settlement records is being extended, and he rightly emphasises their value to 
local officers in substituting exact information for the vague goneral estimates 
which alone are attainable without them, especially in that most important 
part of a District Officer’s duty, the settlement of land disputes, and the 
hae: of riots. For census purposes they promise to be specially useful. 

he Director does not one whit exaggerate their value. 

8. Scientific end National Enquiry under Imperial control.—It is satisfactory 
to note that there has been no. recrudescence of the betelnut plague in East 
Bengal during the year, and that thorough enquiries are being made into the 
prevaleneé of -disease in sugarcane. It is still too early to pronounce any 
definite opinion on the effect of the passing of Act XIV of 1899, imposing a 
countervailing duty upon bounty-fed sugars imported from abroad, u on the 
sugar-refining indasey of this Province. Little progress has been made in the 
investigation into the methods of reclaiming the usar wastes in Bihar. 

9. Working of the Civil Veterinary Department.—A separate Resolution has 
already been recorded on the subject. 

10, Zxperimental Farms.—The three farms maintained by the Depart- 
ment are these at Sibpur, Burdwan, aud Dumraon: the one at Sibpur is a 
comparatively small one, and since the establishment of the agricultural classes 
at the Sibpur Engineering College, it is mainly utilised for the ab pee 
training of the agricultural students. Financially, the farm was worked at a 
loss of Rs, 2,707 as against Rs. 1,293 of the previous year. The great fall 
in the receipts from Rs. 1,205 in 1898-99 to Rs. 745 during the year under 
review is ascribed to the failure of many of the crops grown in the farm. The 
results of the enquiry now being made by the Director into the causes of this 
failure should be reported. At the Burdwan and Dumraon farms the opera- 
tions carried on differed little from those of previous years, the most practically 
successful being the ratooning of Khari sugarcane, the use of green manuring 
for certain crops, and the introduction of such crops as jute and potatoes in 
tracts where ihey have not been hitherto sown, Some attempts in the selection 
of seed were made, and the continued use each year of only the best seed ought 
to produee interesting results. Financially, these two farms were worked at 
less cost than in the previous year without loss of efficiency. There was no 
bg Ae fall in receipts as regards the Burdwan farm; but in Dumraon 

ey decreased from Rs, 941 to Rs, 736, due to the gréat damage done to all 
the rabi crops by the hail of January last, 

ll. With a view to a better understanding of the value of the experiments 
that are yearly made in experimental farms, His Honour would be glad if the 
Director would, in future, when narrating what has been done, iscuss, for 
such of the experiments as will admit of the treatment, their financial results, in 
order that. it be seen whether thete is any probability of their being 
adopted by the omtisesy raiyat.

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12, Agricultural Experiments in Government, Wards’ and Private Estates.— 
The function of these experiments has been well expressed in the following 
extract from the Director’s report :— : : 

: eeler, Collector of Darbhanga, makes some pertinent remarks as to the scope 
of Baty heb scrsitlhe and points ont that they cannot be ime with sufficient caro to 
render apy comparison of the effects of different manures or oO! different systems of cultiya- 
tion of much value He suggests that all that should be aimed at is the demonstration 
of the value of certain new crops or new varieties of old. crops, which have already been 
suocessfully grown in our farms. or elsewhere. Mr. Wheeler has rightly interpreted 
the aims of the Department in his remarks. It is impossible fur the Managers of Govern- 
ment or Wards’ estates to carry out exact and difficult experiments, and we are only anxious 
that they should assist in the introduction of suitable new crops, and of suitable new 
varieties of old crops, such as paddy, jute, wheat, and the lke. While they are almost 
bound to fail in obtaining any information of real value from original experiments, they 
can utilise such information as can be made available to them through this Department 
in selecting and cultivating new crops and demonstrating their value to the raiyats of their 
estates. , 


When it has been demonstrated that a particular crop is suited for the soil 
of the locality, its cultivation should be persisted in, until the neighbouring 
cultivators have satisfied themselves of its profitable character. _The gradual 
adoption of the crop as one of the staple products of the local agriculture is the 
ultimate reward of these efforts. I[t is reported that in the Government estates 
in Angul, Midnapore, and Jaipur, and in the Wards’ estates of Rangpur some 
success has been obtained, and in Chittagong, Backergunge, Purnea and the 
Tikari Raj laudable efforts are being made. ‘ , , : 

Last year the Lieutenant Governor observed with satisfaction the private 
efforts in this direction that were being made, and he has in the present report 
read with pleasure the appreciative remarks of the Director on the experiments 
made by Babu Charu Krishna Mazumdar, Zamindar of Islampur in Murchid- 
abad, and Babu Ishwar Chandra Guha, of Jamalpur in Mymensingh, 

13. Sericulture—Yhe work of the Silk Committee, whose duties are 
confined to the districts of Malda, Birbhum, and Murshidabad, has continued to 
meet with the most gratifying success, The work of teaching progressed rapidly 
under the Superintendent, Babu A, K. Ghose, and the number of rearers 
taught and turned out rose from 31 in 1898-99 to 47 in Malda, from 18 to 25 in 
Birbhum, and from 8 to 34 in Murshidabad, Many rearers learnt the use of the 
microscope thoroughly. The use of selected seed and of the various remedies 
advocated by the Committee increased rapidly; and the results in a larger 
outturn of a superior quality of silk were notable. Financially, also, there is 
strong evidence of the practical value of the work which is being done by the 
Committee. In the previous year there was a deficit of Rs. 772; this year 
there has been a credit balance of Rs. 1,049 at - close of the year, the receipts 
amounting to Rs, 9,718 and the expenditure to Rs. 8,669. 

The Rajshahi Diamond Jubilee Industrial School also made satisfactory 
progress in sericultural work during the year under review. There was a steady 
rise in the number of pupils taught—from 38 in the previous year to 54, of 
whom nearly a third are Muhmmadans. The students were sent out from time 
to time to help the villagers in the scientific selection of seed and in sto ping 
outbreaks of disease. The grant of Rs. 2,000 made by the Government of fndis 
for some suitable work of agricultural improvement has been utilised in the 
erection of a masonry building to be used as a special seed-house, The 
Director of Land Records has written very highly of the continued excellent 
work of the Honorary Secretary, Bubu A. K, Maitra, 3.u., to which reference 
was made in last year’s Resolution. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has read the Director’s remarks on sericulture 
with great pleasure; fdr he finds in them a record of practical work which 
has already achieved considerable success, and which promises a wide and 
valuable development of a purely indigenous industry. . 

14, Sibpur Agriculturaty Classes.—These elasses were first opened in June 
1898, and after a year’s theoretical training the pupils were drafted off to 
various Government and Wards’ estates for practical zamindari training. 
Then they were examined, and on the results of that examination appoint- 


ments are being made in the Provincial, Executive and Subordinate Civil - 


. 









Services. It is hoped that such pupils as have been unsuccessful in obtaining 
Government appointments will find employment on private estates. The 
Lieutenant-Governor will watch the career of these pupils with interest, to see 
to what extent they ae up and apply the agricultural knowledge they have 
acquired; for in establishing these classes he has no intention of merely 
affording another and easier avenue to the ordinary public service. The 
proposal to extend the theoretical course from one to two years is approved.

16. Cost of Agricultural Ezxperiments.—The cost to Government for 
agriculture i and miscellaneous enquiries conducted under the direct 
supervision of the Department has been Rs. 6,577 as against Rs. 6,156 in the 
preceding year.

Final Report on the Jule Crop for season 1900. 


Explanatory.—The first forecast of the jute crop for the 
season 1900, which was published on the 27th of Jane last, 
gave a preliminary review of -the condition of the crop up 
to the middle of that month, The present report contains 
approximate estimates of the area and outturn of the crop 
up to the middle of September. Almost the whole of the 
jute crop of Bengal is grown in the 26 districts from which 
returns are received by this Department. 

2. Character of the season.—A sketch of the general 
character of the rainfall in the earlier months of the year 
was given in the preliminary forecast.” There was some 
deficiency of rain in March and April, which prejudicially 
affected sowings in afew places, In May and the first 
fortnight of June, the rainfoll was also light, but good rain 
later on in the latter month greatly improved the See rape: of 
the crop. In July there was heavy rain in most of the jute- 
growing districts, in some of gre fall being oxees- 
sive, but this was succeeded by a partial drought in August, 
which, combined, with a want. of flood-water from the rivers, 
hampered steeping operations in North and East Ben al, 
and ina few eases diminished the outturn. Fair rain has 
fallen during the first half of September, but it has come 
almost too late to have much effect on the outturn of the 
crop. 

3. Area cultivated—It was shewn in the preliminary 
forecast, that, although the area under jute was rapidly 
recovering from the low figure to which it fell in 1898, 
it had not yet reached the normal figure, and was still: 
smaller than the areas cultivated in the years from 1893 





to 1897. Further enquiries made since the issue of the 
first forecast have disclosed some additions to the area then 
reported, but it would appear that the impetus given to 
extension by the high prices of 1899 has been checked by 
the rise in the price of rice. The total area now under 
jute is 2,043,400 acres, as ip amaig with a normal area 
of 2,164,400 acres and areas of 1,624,400 acres in 1898 and 
1,961,800 acres in 1899, 

4, Character of the crop——Up to the date of the issue 
of the preliminary forecast, the prospects of the crop were 
very fair, and in spite of the defieient rainfall of April last, 
a normal outturn was looked for from the area sown, The 
weather in July tended to improve these prospects, and at 
one time it looked as if something like a bumper harvest 
might be expected from that area. The break inthe rains in 
“ee pgp however, and the want of flood water in that month, 
had a prejudicial effect, aud the returns from the districts 
shew that this variable weather has affected the outturn in 
diferent ways in different districts, the rainfall having 
been most unevenly distributed. Thus while ten districts 
anti¢ipate a slightly better outturn than they looked for in 
June, twelve districts expect a smaller outturn, and in four * 
districts only is the estimate unchanged. While prospects 
have improved in the important districts of Mymensingh 
and Tippera, they have deteriorated in Rangpur, Diack, and 
Faridpur. The reduction made in the estimate for Faridpur 
appears to me, however, to be excessive, and I also have 
doubts as to.the small outturn. reported from Jessore and 
Pabna. The average estimate of the outturn compiled from 
the returns as nowreceived amounts to about 93 per cent. The 
imports of jute into Calcutta during the past two months have 
been fairly heavy, and there does not seem to be any ground 
for supposing that they will fall off so ss gpd in October 
and eae as they did last year am accordingly 
inclined to think that the effect of the recent break in the 
rains has been slightly over-estimated, and anticipate a 97 
per cent. crop in the slightly contracted area sown this year. 
This area being less than the normal area, my estimate of 
the gross outturn given below is, of course, lower than my 
estimate of the probable outturn in the area actually sown. 

5. Gross outturn.—It is estimated that, in a normal year, 
the average outturn of jute amounts to three bales per ‘acre. 
On the normal area as now shewn, this would amount to 
about 65 lacs of bales, as the outturn of a 16-anna or normal 
crop. It may be eS that the present crop will give 
an outturn of about 60 lacs of bales, as compared with an 
estimate of 61 lacs of bales in the first forecast. This 






represents about 92 per cent. of a normal outturn or what 
would ordinarily be termed a fifteen-anna — 

6, General.—The information upon which this forecast 
is based has been compiled with special care by District 
Officers in the present year, but the area from which figures 
have to he obtained is a very large one, and it is difficult to 
secure accuracy in them. The aboye estimate is only a 
rough one, and the returns received from all the districts are 
appended in order that those who are interested in the jute 
trade may examine them for themselves, _
